tilted States, numbering 98,000 en ­ 
deavoring to inform the public of 
the* facts relating to Postmusters' 
appointments. The facts, however, 
arc somewhat distorted, Let uh look 
at the real fac ts. H. R. 1531 
Pub­ 
lic latw No. 720, approved June 25th, 
1938 —Read 
as follows: 
“An 
act 
extending the classified Civil Serv­ 
ice to Include Postmasters of the 
first, second and third classes and 
Other purposes. 
Be it enacted by 
the Senate and House of Repre­ 
sentatives of the United States of 
America in Congress assembled 
that Postmasters of the first, second 
and third classes shall therefor be 
appointed in the classified service 
without term by the President, by* 
and with th** advice aud consent of 
the Senate; 
Provided. That Post­ 
masters now serving may continue 
to serve until 
tho 
end 
of their 
terms, but they shall not acquire a 
classified service status at the ex­ 
piration of such terms of office ex­ 
cept as provided in sec tion 2 hereof. 
“Section 2. 
Appointment of po­ 
sition of Postmaster at the first, 
second, and third class postoffice 
shall he made* by the re-appoint­ 
ment and classification non-com- 
petitlvely of the incumbent p ost­ 
masters cir by promotion from w ith­ 
in the Postal Service in accord­ 
ance* with the provision of the Civil 
Service ac t and rules act." 
It is u se le ss.to explain in detail 
what a non-competitive exam ina­ 
tion consists of. 
i ’m certain that 
many members of the 38,000 are 
very familiar with it. The fact is 
there are still today hundreds and 
probably thousands of postmasters 
originally appointed under the so­ 
called “spoils system ’ enjoying all 
the benefit of the Civil Service law 
and regulation, without the Civil 
Service requirements of competi­ 
tive examination. 
Probably the 
public 
is 
not iii 
favor of returning to the spoils and 
patronage system. 
Hut the law It­ 
self is loaded with political impli­ 
cation

was 
adopted 
under 
peculiar 
circum stances 
and

doubtedly under a certain pressure.
